—In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (f) and (g) of sub-section (l 
of section 47 of the Indian Radwaya Act, 1890 C 9 of 1890), read with the notification of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the late department of Commerce and Industry No. 801 dated tire 24th Match, 
1905, the Railway Board hereby makes the following rules further to amend the rules published) 
with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board; 
No. TC ni/3036/58/Notiflcation dated the 28th August, 1958 namely;— 

1. Short title mid commencement.—(i) These rules may be called the Railwaji 
(Rules for regulating the use of Rolling Stock, Engines and Trains) (Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 2i8t day of December, 1972. 

2. Amendment of Rule 6,—In the Rules for regulating the use of Rolling Stock, Engines

If the wagons are not ready 
for removal by the next pilot 
or train engine, demurrage 
will be chargeable for the 
entire period upto the arri¬ 
val time of the subsequent 
pilot or train engine which 
draws the wagons, even if 
the wagons were ready for 
removal earlier.”
